1. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1 , 8, 15-17, the prior art of record discloses numerous methods 

for reducing EMI in a communication device. 

Ohura et al. (5,978,655) discloses a method of prevent an electromagnetic 
interference in a communication terminal by building a transmitting antenna and a 
receiving antenna overlapping each other by a predetermined length (abstract). 

Kim et al. (6,888,412) discloses a method of controlling a phase locked loop for 
reducing electromagnetic interference in a communication device (abstract, column 2 
lines 20-67). 

The prior art of record fails to teach controlling a transmission earner frequency 
so that a frequency of an electromagnetic interference wave in a transmitter that is 
generated by transmission of the second electromagnetic wave does not fall within a 
predetermined frequency range with a first electromagnetic wave of a first carrier 
frequency in a receiver. 

Regarding claims 2-7, 9-14, these claims are allowed as being dependent upon 
independent claims that have been allowed.
